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Interest for the establishment of a Public Junior College in Dodge City 
was lead by the Chamber of Commerce Committee on Education in 1934, 
Many people worked hard to make this a reality; among them were: 
Clarence Nevins, Chairman of the Committee; Mrs. Bert Green, District 
PTA President; and W. M. Richards, Superintendent of Schools. 


Ina special election on November 6, 1934 what is now Dodge City Com- 
munity College was established by a vote of 2286 to 1303. Dodge City 
Junior College was scheduled to open in the fall of 1935, with a two-year 
course as Outlined by the University of Kansas. 210 freshmen and 15 
sophomores were greeted by the following faculty: Dean R. C. Hunt; John 
Schwartz, Science; O. L. Darner, Math; Geneva Herndon, English; E. A. 
McFarland, History; Irvin Luthi, Speech; and Edward Kaufman, Coach. 


For twenty-two years, the college was located on the third floor of the 
Dodge City Senior High School building at 1601 First Avenue. William 
Crawford and Guy Davis later served as Deans during this period.

By 1957, the Junior College had grown large enough to require a dif- 
ferent location. The College moved to 1000 Second Avenue, and remain- 
ed there for the next thirteen years. Dean Guy Davis, Interim Dean Bryce

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In 1965, the Kansas Legislature passed enabling legislation to change

In 1970, Dodge City Community College opened its 35th year of opera- 
tion at the new campus, located on a 143-acre tract on the northwest edge 
of the city. The academic sections of the campus were already complete. 
Classes began during the last week of March. The original dormitory and 
the Student Union were completed later in 1970. Dodge City Community 
College had continued to grow, adding new facilities and dormitories as 
the needs arose.
